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NOTES ON TRAINING IN CAMP, 1930.31. 
1. Esprit de Corps.—The spirit shown by all ranks in 
camp was on the whole excellent. It is no good joining the 


Auxiliary Force if you don’t take it keenly and seriously, as 
‘t is merely wasting everybody’s time. 


A parade is also far more interesting if you “put your 
back into it” and try and make a good show, than if you 
treat the whole thing as a boring necessity, 


2, Turn-out.—A very great improvement; but spurs, 
bits and swords could still be a lot clearer. An Auxiliary 
Force member, with bearer and syce, ought to be able to 
“turn oyt” every bit as “clean” as a regular soldier. 


3. Horsemastership.—There is still room for a good 
deal of improvement here. The two chief causes are: 


(a) ignorance of how to feed and water a horse; (b) bad syces 
and so bad grooming. 


To keep a horse looking fit and well, he must have 


regular food, plenty of water, regular exercise and good 
grooming. . 


My lecture in Camp on horsemastership may, I hope, 
have helped to eliminate (a) above.
